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Prison inmates say Msgr. Coone

CHINO—Unaware the priest was 
behind them, one inmate said to 
another: ‘‘The padre must be older 
than God. He was chaplain here 


when my grandfather did time.”’ 


With a chuckle and glint of Irish 
laughter in his eyes, that is how 
Msgr. Michael F. Cooney describes 
his three-decade tenure as chaplain 
at the California Institute for Men 
here. 


“IN THE JARGON of my 
congregation,’’ he smiles, ‘‘I have 
done 29 years and four months.’’ He 
was assigned to the prison in 1948. 


In a soft-spoken manner that 
belies the strength and vigor of his 
six-foot plus frame, Msgr. Cooney 
recalls frankly and fondly his years 
at Chino. 


“During my first few years here, I 
could not stand it. I thought I would 
go crazy,’’ remembers Msgr. 
Cooney, now in his early 60s and 
only a few years away from the 
mandatory retirement age of 65 set 
by the state.

I found I couldn’t, I was frustrated 
by my ambition.”’ 


But, as the years passed, the role 
of prison chaplain ‘‘kind of grew on 
me’’ and I learned that there is no 
way to predict ‘‘just how and when 


the faith will reach a man.”’ 


Msgr. Cooney admits that, at 
times, he still finds the spiritual care 
of inmates frustrating, and adds 
that there is always a danger of 
becoming either ‘‘overly sentimen- 
tal or cynical’’ toward the men. 


““BUT A PRISON chaplain must 
learn to do the best he can, and trust 
God to do the rest. If he doesn’t, he 
won’t last as a chaplain,’ he 
explains. 


Beautifully landscaped and open 
grounds dotted by dormitories are 
characteristic of the California 
Institute for Men, a minimum 
security prison that ‘currently has a 
population of approximately 700 
men. 


And Msgr. Cooney is a familiar 
figure to the inmates as he pedals 
the grounds on an ancient bicycle he 
uses daily ‘‘for exercise’’.

WASHINGTON = (NC)—Bishop- 
elect Thomas Kelly, general secre- 
tary of the U.S. Catholic Conference 
called President 
Carter’s proposals on illegal aliens 


“a step in the right direction, but. 


one which requires much more 
development.”’ 


While commending Carter for 
Bishop- 


elect Kelly said it applies to ‘‘only a 
small minority of undocumented 
aliens...while the great majority are 
granted only temporary relief.’’ 


THE PRESIDENT’S plan was 
unveiled Aug. 4 and is designed to 
stem the flow of illegal aliens into 
this country and to deal with the 
alleged several millions already 
here. 


‘Big top’ covers church 


No love for Sacred Heart pests

The biggest tent in town was not the 
big top but a blue and yellow striped 
covering over Sacred Heart church in 
Ocean Beach last week. 


Termites had been ‘‘performing’’ in 
the structures of the church and rectory. 


And so from Los Angeles came the 
crew and equipment to hoist a tent large 
enough to cover the affected buildings 
and fumigate the pests. Only the 
steeple protruded. 

The tiny winged insects drove the 
priests from the rectory to other 
lodgings and caused cancellation of 

_ Masses for two days. 
The tent went up at 6 a.m. Monday 


and came down at 2 p.m. the next day. 


“It looked like the circus was in 
town,”’ quipped Father David Croise- 
tiere, associate to Msgr. John Rhatigan, 
pastor. “‘It was the biggest tent you 
ever saw,’’ remarked Pat Schmitt, wife 
of the parish’s deacon Giles Schmitt. 


And when the big tent came down, 
gone were the termite trails through the 
church and rectory—which had been 
noticed by a parishioner in the 
exterminating business. Gone were the 
termites, too. 


In their place on Wednesday morn- 
ing, when the priests returned to the 
rectory and the people for daily Mass, 
was a faint smell, a reminder that the 
people of God are welcomed but not 
termites. 


In brief, the plan would allow 
illegal aliens who entered the U.S. 


_ before 1970 to apply for permanent 


resident status and to apply for 
citizenship after five years. 


Those who entered before 1977 
would have to apply for temporary 
resident status for five years and 
have their status adjusted later. 


THOSE WHO entered after Jan. 
1, 1977, and who did not apply for 
status adjustment within a year, 
would be subject to deportation. 


The Carter plan also calls for fines 
against employers who knowingly 
hire illegal aliens, for a substantial 
increase of U.S. border patrol 
personnel, and for economic aid to 
countries from where the illegal 
aliens come. 


U.S. Catholic bishops have long 
supported legislation to grant 
meaningful amnesty to undocu- 
mented aliens and have opposed 
punitive measures against them. 


“‘Many...have established fami- 
lies whose members include Ameri- 
can citizens with all the rights of 
citizenship,’’ the bishop-elect noted. 


“TO CUT THESE families off 
from their meager economic suste- 
nance and to force upon them the 
great hardship of emigrating or of 
family separation would be both 
inhumane and immoral,’’ he added. 


Bishop-elect Kelly said the Presi- 
dent’s positive approach to avoid 
such hardships, in recognition of the 
human rights involved and the 
responsibility the government bears 
for the illegal aliens’ presence here, 


“is most welcome.”’ 


He added that the USCC endorses 
the President’s proposals for econo- 
mic assistance and development aid 
to Mexico and other ‘‘sending’’ 
countries in an effort to get at the 
root causes of poverty and unem- 
ployment. 


“SUCH PROGRAMS have long 
been advocated by the Church,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Their value has been 
demonstrated over the past seven 
years in a most remarkable way by 
the Catholic bishops’ campaign for 
human development in the United 
States.”’ 


The bishop-elect added that -in 
trying to prevent unlawful entries 
and penalizing employers ‘‘every 
effort must be made to protect the 
civil rights of our citizenry and to 
avoid discrimination in hiring and 
employment...especially against 
Hispanic and other minority 
groups.”’ 


BISHOP-ELECT Kelly said Presi- 
dent Carter is to be commended for 
recognizing a problem and_at- 
tempting to solve it. But he urged 
“an even more meaningful program 
to meet the needs of those so vitally 
affected.’’ 


Other provisions of the Carter 
plan include the creation of an 
anti-smuggling task force, stricter 
enforcement of laws requiring 


~ employers to pay workers a mini- 


mum wage and prohibiting them 
from hiring illegal aliens for farm 
work, and an overhaul of existing 
immigration laws and policies.

Catholic Community Services

CHINO—Efforts to bring 


- professional counseling and 


other services directly to the 
people of St. Margaret Mary 
church here have resulted in 
a parish Catholic Community 
Services program. 


According to Father 
Robert Erickson, pastor, the 
program is completely 


funded and staffed by the 
parish and is not yet affili- 
ated with the Diocesan 
Catholic Community Ser- 
vices. 


“AT FIRST,”’ he said, 
“‘we will limit the program to 
the people of the parish. But 
as it develops and grows in 
terms of staff and funding we 
hope to make it a community- 
wide effort.” ; 


The parish council has 
given the new operation a 
budget of $1,500 monthly 
which will cover the salaries 
of the first director, Miss Pat 
O'Halloran, and a secretary. 


St. Margaret CCS will be 
housed in the old parish 
rectory which has _ been 


remodelled to serve as of- 


fices. 

O’HALLORAN, who has a 
master’s degree in social 
work and is a_ licensed 


marriage and family coun- 
selor, said that initially the 
emphasis of the program will 
be on problems involving 
families. 


Later, she said, ‘‘we plan 
to develop counseling pro- 


grams for  pre-marriage, 
adolescents, narcotics and 
drug. abuse and unwed 


mothers.”’ 


The old rectory will also 
serve as an_ information 
center as the operation 
develops for such groups as 
Marriage Encounter, Pre- 
Cana and St. Vincent de Paul 
Society. 


ALREADY AN Alcoholics 
Anonymous group meets 
there weekly and Friends 
Outside, a nondenomination- 
al group providing services 
to families of inmates in 
nearby prisons, maintains an 
office there. 


Also projected as future 
projects are programs for 
widowed, single and di- 
vorced people.

The fast-paced growth of 
the Chino Valley with the 
attendant problems felt by 
suburban families prompted 
the idea for a parish-based 
CCS office, according to 
Father Erickson. 


“THE HIGH PRICE of 
homes and high property 
taxes in neighboring Orange 
County is causing rapid 
development of the area. 
Already there are about 
3,000 families in the parish 
_and it grows daily.” 


’ And as the parish grows, 

so does the need for the 
programs provided by the 
diocesan CCS office. The 
closest office is in Los 
Angeles, ‘‘but they are not 
equipped to help people 
living outside the diocese,”’ 
notes Father Erickson. 


“The main CCS office for 
our diocese is in San Diego. 
two hours away.”’

setting, which could almost pass for a 
college campus, for an inmate it can still be a 
frightening place, according to the mon- 
signor, who, in addition to administering the 
sacraments to Catholic prisoners, also does 
some counseling. 


‘It could be a luxurious resort hotel, but it 
would still be a prison where a man loses his 
freedom and individuality. And that is a 
major psychological problem for many of the 
inmates,’ Msgr. Cooney asserted. 


‘‘And often,’’ he adds, ‘‘what we would 
consider minute problems that wouldn't 
trouble us at all, become major problems for 
the prisoners. 


“IF A MAN hasn’t heard from home, for 
instance, it can be a strong psychological 
problem simply because he has nothing to do 
but think about it for 24 hours each day." 


As a minimum security prison, the Chino 
complex was built in 1939 to house first 
offenders and people convicted of lesser 
crimes. 


‘‘Now, many of the prisoners may have 
been convicted of violent crimes, or they 
may be second or third-time offenders who 
will be released soon and- have been 
transferred here from other prisons,’’ Msgr. 
Cooney notes. 


“IN MANY WAYS, Chino has become a 
kind of ‘decompression chamber’, a period 
of final adjustment for the prisoner before 
he is returned to society,’’ he added. 


Visiting hours are liberal with the inmates 


‘ allowed to receive guests on the weekends. 


It is not uncommon to see the men and their 


families picnicking on the grounds, Msgr. 
Cooney noted. 


Also, separate apartment units are 
available for inmates, their wives and 
families to have 48-hour conjugal visits. 


‘*] BELIEVE this is an excelllent idea,”’ 
said Msgr. Cooney, ‘‘because it helps 
relieve the anxiety often felt by an inmate 
because he is separated from his family, and 
it allows an inmate to maintain close 
personal contact with his family. When he 
gets out, he won't be a total stranger to his 
family.”’ 

Msgr. Cooney is also chaplain to the 
Southern California receiving center also at 
Chino. Here men convicted of crimes are 
sent after sentencing for evaluation and 
assignment to another state prison. 


The receiving center is a maximum 
security facility with traditional tiered cell 
blocks which offer inmates little freedom of 
movement. 


AND, ACCORDING to Msgr. Cooney, the 
receiving center is much tougher psycho- 
logically on the prisoners. ‘‘It is especially 
rough on men because they may receive only 
four visitors per month, and they must speak 
to them by telephone in a glass booth,”’ he 
noted. 


Are prisons as we know them today the 
proper answer for dealing with criminals? 
Even after 30 years as a prison chaplain, 
Msgr. Cooney isn’t sure. 


‘‘We have prisons to punish criminals 
because that is what society wants,’’ he 
reflects, adding that the state makes strong 
efforts to rehabilitate the men by offering

AND SOME INMATES benefit greatly 
from those opportunities, he adds. Others 
don’t. As Msgr. Cooney said referring to the 
rehabilitation program, ‘‘you can lead a 
horsé to water, but you can’t make him 
drink.”’ 


What does bother him is the number of 
prisoners that earn their release and keep 
returning. 


‘‘We even have a senior citizens group 
here,’” Msgr. Cooney said, ‘‘and that 
bothers me. Some of the men have found a 
home here; the prison provides them with 
security and something in the system has 
killed their ambition to try and make it in 
Societys. ae 

AS CHAPLAIN he cares spiritually for the 
men while they are at Chino. Daily Mass 
draws about 50 regulars, Msgr. Cooney 
notes. = 


About 30 percent of the prison population 
of about 230 inmates, is Catholic, and in 
terms of faith the inmates are ‘‘pretty much 
like people on the outside.”’ 


Many Catholic inmates relate to the 
Church but they have, in many cases, ‘“‘little 
knowledge of their faith,’’ according to 
Msgr. Cooney. He does offer, with help from 
parish groups, the Legion of Mary and the 
Benedictine Sisters of St. Catherine of Siena 
parish in Rialto, a religious education 
program.

Blight threatens the beaches 


At a time when millions of vacationers are 
enjoying the delights of the sunny skies and 
beautiful beaches which bless our part of the world, 
it is almost sacrilegious to have to refer to the blight 
which threatens those beaches. This is no natural 
blight, but entirely man-made. It is the blight of 
public indecency. 


Through a series of hearings in recent’ years 
before the San Diego City Council—most of whose 
members showed a lenient disregard for acceptable 
standards of decency—the blight known as Black’s 
Beach became legal. It is a ‘‘swimsuit optional’ 
beach. And since those who use it do so in order to 


exercise the option, it is a beach for nude bathing. 


It is said to be the only legal nude beach in the 
United States, and is therefore a great attraction. 


By vacillating over these years, the City Council 
has encouraged greater and greater use of the 
beach until there is now legitimate concern over its 
proper development and access. So the council has 
thrown the matter to the voters, for an election on 
Sept. 20. The campaign will be heated at summer 
temperatures and it is clearly a subject where moral 
principles and standards must prevail. We should 
make sure they do. : 


Society's slippery slope 

The general permissiveness which has_per- 
meated our society more and more over decent 
decades is bearing fruit in the growing spread of 
degeneracy, whether it’s a Black’s Beach or 
demands for ‘‘rights’’ for sex deviancy. Black’s

merely symptoms of a national sickness. 


Civil authority has a responsibility to foster 
lifestyles which encourage and improve the future 
of society. Civil authority is charged, by its very 
nature, with promoting the future interests of the 
nation, the city, the people. And this means 
fostering and promoting family life, the basic unit 
of society, and the only permanent structure of 
community development. 


Civil authority, asa city council in the case of San 
Diego, or as a federal regulating agency for 
television, has a duty to protect the community 


from those developments which are corrosive to ~ 
society. Black’s Beach and SOAP are corrosive. 


_We don’t need them 


_ We don’t need nudity on Black’s Beach. It runs 
contrary to all the standards of decency set by 
generations before us. The human body, made by 
God, is something to be reverenced, and of itself 


nudity is neutral. We do not dispute that. But it has. 


become an accepted way of life to clothe that body 
on all public occasions, and the unclothed has 
become a focus of provocativeness and exploitation. 
There is, as it is, little enough cover in modern 
swimsuits anyway. 


We don’t need SOAP. In a memorandum of 
ABC-TV uncovered by the Washington Star, the 
series is described thus: ‘‘SOAP represents a 
further innovation in the comedic-dramatic form 
presenting larger-than-life frank treatment of a 
wide variety of controversial and adult themes such 
as: premarital sex, adultery, impotence, homo- 


sexuality, transvestitism, transsexualism, religion, 
politics, ethnic stereotyping (and other aspects of 
race relations), etc.’’ 


Our voices should be heard in full protest over 
both the beach and the TV series. Each parish 
should form a ‘‘Citizens for decency’’ committee so 
that these, and other degrading ventures, can be 
fought with vigor and effectiveness. 


“Rights’’ and homosexuals 
Within this whole context comes the subject of 


““rights’’ for homosexuals. A misguided editorial ~ 


comment on Channel 10, San Diego, recently 
protested Anita Bryant’s battle against homo- 
sexuals in Florida, indicating that if the 
homosexuals lost their ‘‘rights’’ then other groups 
might lose theirs, also. 


It should be understood that militant homo- 
sexuals are not contending simply for their human 
rights. They are demanding the ‘‘right’’ to have 
society approve their conduct, by allowing them to 
openly promote their way of life. - 


There is no such right. No group practicing 
deviant anti-social behavior has the ‘‘right’’ to 
society’s approval, and particularly not the right to 
have access to the minds of children through 
teaching posts. in schools. It is difficult enough 
keeping track of less obvious deviant ideas 
promoted in classrooms from time to time, without 
making young minds readily available to those who 
openly espouse an anti-social way of life. 


The future of any nation is intimately bound up 
with stable family life. Homosexuality, zero-popu- 
lation -and all other devices or lifestyles which 
inhibit or destroy our very future, are, by their very 
nature, anti-social. Today’s society depends on the 
future. Without a future, society signs its own 
death warrant.

For several days, struggling 
through an acute attack of guilt over 
causing the death of a living thing, | 
thought about the power of light and 
the need we have of it, plants, people 
and animals alike. Without light we 
grow puny, ricketty and-deformed— 


The first command the authors of 
the scriptures placed in the mouth of 
the Creator was ‘‘Let there be light.’ 
His first act was to separate light from 
darkness, and thereafter the whole 
history and destiny of. creation is 
defined in terms of darkness. and 
light. 

WE SPEAK of the ‘‘light of the 
living’’ and the eternal light of the 
living God. Light is the theme of 
revelation and of life itself. Life and 
death, light and darkness are alter- 
nating cadences threading through 
the history of mankind. 

Like everything else, light is a 
creature of God. It is a sign of his 
power and his glory. But light, most 


- particularly, has become symbolic of 


his presence, especially in those 
appearances of God to man that we 
call theophanies. : 
Light, the psalmist says, is God’s 
clothing. ‘‘You are clothed with 
majesty and glory and robed in light 
as with a cloak.’’ ‘‘His brilliance is 


eternal light, the spotless mirror of 
the power of God.’’ 

JESUS REVEALED himself as the 
light of the world and said, ‘’Whoever 
walks with me does not walk in 
darkness; he will have the light of 


eternal life.’” And when the evange- 


lists wish to indicate a time when evil 
has briefly triumphed, they observe, 
“It was night,’’ or ‘‘this is your hour, 
and the power of darkness.”’ 

In’ Dr. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross’

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Ownership in Perspective 


How would you like to 


have God for a landlord? 


By Father John J. Castelot 


How would you like to have God for a 
landlord? The Israelites did, in a very real 
sense, even though the analogy is not 
perfect. Yahweh was the Lord of the land, 
which was as a result the Holy Land, the 
“land the Lord possesses’’ (Joshua 22:19), 
“The Lord’s land’’ (Hosea 9:3), the land he 
had promised to the patriarchs (Genesis 
12:7; 13:15), the land he gave to his people 
(Joshua 23:1-5; 24:13). 


This was the ultimate basis of the 
sacredness of the land, the tribal territories, 
and, by extension, the private property of 
families and individuals. It was also the 
basis of certain limitations on ownership 
which were designed to curb excessive, 
inconsiderate selfishness. 


FOR INSTANCE, landowners had to leave 
some of the grain and grape harvest in the 
fields ‘for the poor and the alien’’ (Leviticus 
19:9-10); passers-by had the right to satisfy 
their hunger while walking through a field or 
vineyard (Deuteronomy 23:25-26). A tithe 
was collected each year for the Levites, and 
every third year for the poor (Numbers 


18:21-32; Deuteronomy 14:28-29). Private 
ownership of property, then, was a sacred 
right and, at the same time, a sacred trust. 


This explains why law and custom made 
such careful provision for the protection and 
continued possession of family property. The 
family tomb was often situated on the estate, 
however humble it might be (Joshua 24:30, 
32; 1 Samuel 25:1). One’s land was defined 
by boundary markers which it was strictly 
forbidden to remove (Deuteronomy 19:14). 


Even the simple peasant jealously 
treasured the parcel of land he had 
inherited; a man named Naboth refused to 
hand over his vineyard to King Ahab, and 
not even he could legally make him do so (1 
Kings 21—an ugly story!). The sociological 
ideal was that everyone should live ‘‘in 
security, under his vine or under his fig 
tree’’ (1 Kings 5:5). 


LAW AND CUSTOM safeguarded the 
continuance of property within the family. 
Upon the death of the father, his land 
remained intact and passed down to the 
eldest son. If there was no son, it went to his 
daughters (Numbers 27:7-8), with the strict 
stipulation that they marry within their own

Everything is From God 


What do we do with | 
what wealth we have?

Who can forget those hilarious comic 
books about Scrooge McDuck, the tril- 
lionaire miser and skinflint, who went 
swimming everyday in a gigantic vault of 
money with depth gauges that measured 
sometimes 100 feet of coins and bills? 

He’d happily say about his money, ‘‘I love 
to dive around in it like a porpoise, and to 
burrow through it like a gopher, and to toss 
it up and let it hit me on the head!’’ 


A CARICATURE of Dickens’ Ebeneezer 
Scrooge, Walt Disney’s character was not 
unlike The Rich Fool spoken of by Jesus in 
chapter 12 of Luke’s Gospel. This man 
stored grain in more and more and bigger 
and bigger barns, but then died before he 
could enjoy it. 

In relating this story, Christ said to a man 
in a crowd, ‘‘A man’s life is not made secure 
by what he owns, even when he has more 
than he needs.’’ This point is made all the 
clearer in the story of the Rich Young Man: 


“IT have kept all these (commandments). 
What more do I need té do?’’ asked the 
young man of Jesus. ‘‘if you wish to be 
perfect,’’ Jesus answered, ‘‘go and sell what 
you own and give the money to the poor, and 
you will have treasure in heaven; then come, 
follow me.”’ 


THIS REPLY, as related in Matthew 19, 
rocked the young maz back onto his heels. 
We are told that ‘‘when the young man 


heard these words he went away sad, for he 
was a man of great wealth.’’ 


This parable had made more than just a 
few people hesitant about a total Christian 
commitment. Some arguments one hears 
are: ‘I can be a good Christian, in spite of 
what Christ said without giving up all my 
possessions.”’ ‘‘In those days, there wasn’t 
nearly so much in the way of worldly goods 
to give up.”’ 

“Back then, Jesus was physically present 
and able to be followed in the flesh.’’ ‘‘Why 
would I give to the poor? What with welfare 
and food stamps, I see them buying better 
food than I do at the grocery store.”’ 


‘Treasure in heaven won't buy the things 
I need to make me happy here on earth.”’ ‘I 
know I can’t be perfect anyway, so I'll just 
keep my worldly goods in proportion to my 
imperfections.”’ 


DO THESE responses make any sense? 
Just how good for us are the world’s goods? 
Finally, can we reconcile our wealth with the 
masses of poor around us and elsewhere in 
the world? I think we can, and that the 
answer lies in the word stewardship. 


We are responsible for the goods 
entrusted to us in this life, but we do not own 
them. God is the owner and we are his 
stewards. We will be held accountable for 
what we did with these goods while they 
were entrusted to our care. 


Let’s face it—everything we own is.a gift 


tribe, so that the property would not pass 
over to another tribe (Numbers 36:6-9). 


If there were no children, the land went to 
the man’s brothers, uncles, or next of kin 
(Numbers 27:9-11). Many other complex 
laws were designed to protect the precious, 
even sacred right to private property. 


This worked fairly well in a simple society, 
but with monarchy came also an increasingly 
complex bureaucracy and sharp class 
distinctions, distinctions based mainly on 
wealth. This brought about the breakup of 
family properties to the advantage of greedy 
and powerful landlords who preyed on the 
poor. 


ISAIAH HAS bitter words for those who 
*‘join house to house, who connect field with 
field, till no room remains, and you are left 
to dwell alone in the midst of the land’”’ 
(Isaiah 5:8), and his contemporary, Micah, 
lashes out at those who ‘‘covet fields, and 
seize them; houses and they take them; they 
cheat an owner of his home, a man of his 
inheritance’ (Micah 2:2). 


It was inevitable that people, especially 
the poor, would fall upon hard times. This 
was foreseen, too; one could always turn to a 
fellow-Israelite for a loan, and the law 
strictly forbade lending at interest (Exodus 
22:24; Deuteronomy 23:20). This again was 
designed to prevent a person’s losing his 
property. 

For even in this humane arrangement, 
collateral was usually required as assurance 
of repayment. If interest rates were to make 
repayment all the more difficult, then the 
borrower ran an increased risk of forfeiting 
his collateral, of losing his property. 
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goods 


from God—our thoughts, time, talents, 
treasure. Wasting our time or thoughts, or 
failing to develop a talent that could be 
shared, or not making the most of an 
opportunity are as bad as the misuse or 
hoarding of money. 


IT IS SPIRITUALLY uplifting to develop a 
sense of stewardship about all that God has 
given to us. It is exciting to pray about the 
use of our time, talents, associations, and 
thoughts, as well as our use of our money, 
Those of us who are parents have the 
greatest treasure. How we develop these 
special gifts from God is more important 
than all the monetary treasure in the world. 


After acknowledging that God is the 
owner and we are the stewards of our 
possessions, it is good to distinguish 
between ‘‘needs’’ and ‘‘desires,’’ and also 
to properly proportion out the categories of 
making, spending, sharing, and saving. It is 
also helpful to prayerfully decide where our 
‘“‘surplus line’? is—an amount we feel we 
need to have in order to live effectively and 
properly provide for our families. 


There are hundreds upon hundreds of 
references to money in the Scriptures, and 
perhaps the most famous of these is nearly 


world’s . 


Unfortunately these laws, too, were often 
disregarded, and unscrupulous lenders 
gouged their fellow-lsraelites with excessive 
interest rates (Ezekiel 22:12). 


OFTEN ENOUGH, the only collateral a 
poor man had was a garment, a cloak or a 
pair of sandals. In itself it was worthless, but 
it was symbol of the person of the debtor 
himself. If he failed to repay, he lost not only 
his shirt but himself; he was enslaved to 
work off his debt. Again the law came to the 
rescue, at least in principle, with the 
institution known as the Sabbatical Year. 


As the name indicates, it was observed 
every seventh year, during which, among 
other things, an Israelite slave had to be set 
free (Exodus 21:2-6), and this meant all 
those enslaved for non-payment of a debt 
(Deuteronomy 15:1-6). However, it seems to 
have been a rarely realized ideal, and there 
is hardly any evidence that it was practiced. 


The same is true of the even more liberal ° 


Jubilee Year (every SOth year), during which 
fields and houses which had been alienated 
in one way or another were to revert to their 
original owners, 


ALL OF THIS legislation points to the high 
regard in which the right to private property, 
not to mention the dignity of the human 
person, was held and protected. The New 
Testament understandably has no legislation 
of this sort (it is not a legal code), but it 
reflects the same respect for property rights 
and human dignity (see Acts 5:1-4). 


It does, however, put ownership in a 
higher perspective and more than suggests 
that there are values which take precedence 
over the material. 
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always misquoted. It is the love of money, 
and not just money itself, that is the root of 
all evil (1 Timothy 6:10). This ‘‘love’’ is what 
was tearing at the insides of the Rich Young 
Man; it is also what caused the Rich Fool to 
hoard his life away. 


I HAVE A friend, Joe Flanagan, who 
literally followed the Lord’s admonition to 
the Rich Young Man. Joe gave up a 
successful business in Louisiana 10 years 
ago to come to Atlanta to work with the poor 
through St. Vincent de Paul. Joe has been a 
tremendous influence on thousands of 
people, and has, by his example, shown us 
how to bring the material goods part of our 
lives into an overalll Christian spirituality. 


We’re learning from the Lord working 
through him that as long as we are using the 
goods of this world as good stewards to 
further the Kingdom, we’re doing OK. And 
if so, then the world’s goods are good to us. 


The Old Testaments has a good deal to say 
about safeguarding rights of ownership. But 
it knows, as Jesus did, what is most 
important: **A good name is more desirable 
than great wealth; the respect of others is 
better than silver of gold. Rich and poor are 
found together, Yahweh has made them 
all.’ (Proverbs 22:1,2)

When considering prayer, the kind we do 
in meditation, we are talking about a highly 
individualized form of communication with 
one’s Creator and Redeemer.

Jesus preached the ideal of evangelical 
poverty and practiced what he taught. 
Francis of Assisi renewed the interest in 
such a view of ownership. But generally 
speaking, this ideal has rarely been 
embraced. 


Religious orders take a vow of poverty, but 
own vast tracts of lands and buildings. The 
individual monk or nun may not own, but 


collectively the group owns more than any: 


one of them would ever hope to possess, 
should they be in another form of life. 


JESUS SAID that the rich will get more 
wealth and the little the poor have will be 
taken away from them. Marx said that the 
rich get richer and the poor get children. 
That is the origin of the word proletariat, the 


ate it’...To the man he said, ‘Because you 
listen to the voice of your wife and ate from 
the tree of which I had forbidden you to eat, 
‘Accursed be the soil because of you...’ ’’ 
(Genesis 3:12, 17) 


‘From now. onwards, never let anyone

The perennial concentration of wealth and 
possessions in the hands of a few has 
spurred movements to redistribute wealth 
and property. This was the platform of the 
“‘distributist’’ movement in England. 


This is also what Stalin had tried to do in 
Russia and Mao Tse Tung in China. Today, 
Latin America is beginning to experience the 
same sort of effort to break up the combines 
of wealth and give the dispossessed a little 
piece of the action. Sometimes the effort is 
peaceful, more often it is violent and 
revolutionary. 


IN FACT history shows that revolution is 
the way it usually happens. Whether it be 
the shooting of the Czar in Russia, the 
beheading of the king in France or the 
various forms of violence ranging from 
hanging to stabbing, the revolution of the 
poor will almost certainly take violent shape. 


The popes of the last 70-odd years have 
tried to take a more reasonable and 
non-violent approach to the question of 
justice for the poor. The great social 
encyclicals of Leo XIII, Pius XI and Pius XII, 
the justice and peace encyclicals of John 
XXIII and Paul VI are attempts to offer the 
world a faith-informed and peaceful strategy 
for coming to terms with the problems of 
poverty, work opportunity, ownership, 
financial survival and just distribution of 
wealth for all people. 


These documents are sane and creative

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teachings that could do much to help nations 
encourage the proper and temperate forms 
of development that could benefit the whole 
population, rather than a small elite. 


THE FREE WORLD today seems to be 
caught between an obsessive drive to grow 
and some possible limits of growth. 
Resources are swallowed up at an 
un-nerving pace. The energy crisis is but one 
way of bringing this to everyone’s attention. 


It may be that the struggle over oil will 
lead to yet another world consuming 
disaster. Somehow the hectic need of 
the world’s free peoples to want to consume 
ever more goods, without a corresponding 
drive to reflect on the quality of life cannot 
be stemmed for the moment. 


Billions are poor. Comparatively few are 
rich. One third of the world.goes to bed 
hungry every night. Countless millions do 
not even know what it means to own 
property, let alone have a decent wage. 


IN THE MIDST of all this misery comes 
the word of Jesus to the rich man, ‘‘Go sell 
all you have and give it to the poor. Then 
come and follow me.’’ The popes. say, 
“‘Redistribute the wealth. Make sure that 
every person gets a minimum wage and the 
possibility of dignified ownership and living. 
Curb the rapacity that causes devastation 
and war.”’ 


The sickness is immense. The cures are 
complex. But cure we must. Our future 
survival depends on it.

Does Church adequately ministe 


The second ‘‘Encuentro’’ for Spanish-speaking 
Catholics will be held in Washington, D.C. Aug. 
18-21 and representatives from this diocese will 
attend. A survey on conditions in the Church as they 
affect Hispanics is explained in this article by 
National Catholic News Service writer Jaime 
Fonseca.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—Mexican-Americans, say- 
ing they are considered second-rate citizens, 
complained for ‘‘the lack of ministry in the Church to 
reduce or eliminate discrimination.”’ 


This is the main point’in a long list of findings by 
the archdiocese of San Antonio in preparation for the 
Second Encuentro Pastoral Hispano to be held in 
Washington Aug. 18-21. 


ORGANIZERS EXPECT up to 800 delegates and 
observers from the estimated 12 million Catholics of 
Hispano ancestry to attend the pastoral meeting, 
which is to deal with human rights, education, 
political participation and ethnic pluralism. 


Besides Mexican-Americans, Hispanics include 
Puerto Ricans, Cubans and immigrants of about 
every nation in Latin America. 


Youth are most affected by the lack of ministry to 
the Hispano people, leaders in this archdiocese of 
550,000 Catholics reported after surveying condi- 
tions in its 160 parishes. Religious vocations and 
other development are hampered, they said. 

THE REPORT SAID that in spite of Church 
teachings and of constitutional principles on human 
rights, ‘The Mexican-American has been the victim 
of the dominant culture, suffering much discrimina- 
tion and oppression.” 


“There persist for them and for other minorities

(blacks, Indians, women) a lack of opportunity in all 
aspects of society.”’ 


The report, a summary of local and regional 
findings by some 500 leaders, asked the Segundo 
Encuentro to be concerned with problems of 
unemployment, lack of quality education, absence of 
adequate representation in the government, an often 
unfair judicial system, violation of rights of prisoners 
and disregard for women’s rights. 


“JUSTICE DEMANDS that the Church be the 
leader in the education and development of an 
awareness among its members, of the human and 
civil rights,’’ the report said. 


‘It also must teach about Christian responsibility 
to decry injustices and to act toward changing the 
structures of society that keep people in need and 
under oppressed conditions.’’ 


The report said the Church does not help young 
Hispano people in dealing with problems of drugs, 
school life—dropouts are common—or sex educa- 
tion. It said religious education programs are weak 
and do not take care of religious doubts of youth. 


THE CHURCH NEEDS to minister effectively to 


youth not only for their own good but because ‘we ~ 


need more Hispano vocations for the priesthood and 
the diaconate.’’ 


Other sources pointed out that for the estimated 
12 million Hispano Catholics there are from 800 to 
1,000 priests, of whom 170 are native priests. The 
rest come from Spain and Latin America, or from the 
ranks of the 58,700 English-speaking clergy training 
to speak Spanish. 


There are 428 Spanish-surnamed seminarians in 
the country or 4.3 percent of all seminarians.

Among the 1,950 permanent deacons, 277 come 
from Spanish ancestry. Some 390 candidates for the 
permanent diaconate are of Spanish heritage. 


The ratio of priests to laymen for English-speak- 
ing Catholics (‘‘Anglos’’ to the Hispanics) is one to 
800, while among Hispanics the ratio is one to 
12,000. 


ACCORDING TO the San Antonio report, the lack 
of Hispano oriented clergy is reflected in parish life 
where Hispanics cannot communicate with priests 


_ who conduct weddings, baptism, funerals and 


counseling in English. 

Among other more broadly based observations 
from the Mexican-Americans were that parishes are 
too large and people get lost in them; preoccupation 
with money matters often interferes with gospel-ori- 
ented activities and priests lack guidance, 
inspiration and motivation. 


Leaders of local and regional gatherings said 
people long for ‘‘liturgies that are well prepared, 
with meaning,’’ and for ‘‘homilies that relate the 
message of the gospel to present day experiences of 
the community.’ 


ONE REASON HISPANICS are demanding more 
voice in Church affairs is that they feel their 
religious traditions can make an _ important 
contribution to the whole Catholic community in the 
United States. 


Most Spanish-speaking peoples have kept their 
Christian faith, although leaders recognize their 
need to know it better and understand its 
implications in everyday living. 

““We need to apply the message of the gospel to 
all aspects of society, and that means we must know 
our religion .well,’’ said a recent survey among 
Mexican-Americans. 


ELABORATING ON these feelings at the 
grassroots, Father Virgil Elizondo of the Mexican- 
American Cultural Center here said the Hispanic 
contribution’ has positive areas to start with: 


‘Hispanics express their faith in the fiesta, a 
celebration of life itself. Such an attitude is a living 
acceptance of the paschal mystery of Easter. 


‘Hispanics bind together faith and family, as we 
can see in their home lifestyle, and in the way they 
practice religion. The closely-knit family includes all 
relatives. The family as a group shows special love 
and respect for the elderly as part of tradition. It also 
feels concern for the children as promise of a better 
future, ’’ d 


FROM SUCH AN outlook, Father Elizondo 


- ventures, one can expect a viable pastoral plan that 


will open doors to the contribution of the Hispanics 
to the overall Church structure, and at the same time 
foster religious vocations. 


Recognition of their shortcomings along with their 
virtues is the main theme running through 
preparations. for the Second Encuentro under 
sponsorship by the U.S. Catholic Conference. A 
similar Encuentro was held five years ago. 


“THERE IS UNBOUNDED enthusiasm for the 
Encuentro,’’ said Paul Sedillo, a Mexican-American 
who head the secretariat for the Spanish-speaking at 


the USCC. ‘There is ample consultation at the grass 
roots,’’ he added, pointing to the dozens of diocesan 
and regional reports arriving at his desk. 


There are Hispanic groups in the 170 dioceses of 
the nation, although only 70 have pastoral activities 
especially for the Spanish-speaking. (San Diego 
diocese has special diocesan departments for 
Hispanic affairs). 

Leaders point to cultural neglect and discrimina- 
tion by the dominant ‘‘Anglo’’ structure in the 
Church. 


EVEN IN THE formation of the fewer than 200 _ 
native Hispanic priests there have been cultural 


flaws, said Archbishop Robert Sanchez of Santa Fe, 
N.M. He complained at a vocations gathering last 
year that many Hispanic priests have been 
“anglicized’’ during seminary training. 

He added it is ‘‘unhealthy,’’ culturally speaking, 
to separate these Hispanic youths from their roots. 


At the other end of the Hispanic range, an 
itinerant catechetical institute which follows the 
migrant farmworkers, said the main struggle of 
these people is to keep their identity while trying to 
earn a living in often hostile surroundings. 


BISHOP RENE GRACIDA of Pensacola-Talla- 
hassee, Fla., is of the opinion that the cultural 
neglect is‘ perpetuated through history books and 
stereotypes. There is recognition for the British and 
the French in the making of this nation, but little 
account of the Spanish feats in North America. 


Auxiliary Bishop Patrick Flores of San Antonio 
said recently in Washington that he sees the large 
Hispanic community as ‘‘a giant no longer sleeping, 
awakening after 200 years of being forgotten, 
ignored, oppressed.’’

cons of the United States were told to seek 
out ‘‘street’’ and ‘‘gutsy’’ ministries and 
were warned of the danger of becoming 


_ liturgical functionaries in the first National 


Diaconate Institute for Continuing Education 
held at Notre Dame University. 


““Be ministers of the street,’’ said Bishop 
William McManus of Fort Wayne-South 
Bend diocese, ‘‘and not necessarily minis- 
ters of the sanctuary. 


‘SYOU ARE ‘out there’ in the street where 
the Church needs to be,’’ he told the 100 
deacons and 50 wives attending. 


Msgr. Ernest J. Fiedler, executive 
director of the U.S. bishops’ committee on 
the permanent diaconate, told the partici- 
pants what he considers the greatest 
concerns facing the permanent deacons 
today. They are: 


—betterment of relations between priests 
and deacons; 


—the danger of deacons 
liturgical functionaries; 


—the problem of clericalism, with-deacons 
as one of the steps in the authority structure. 


“The permanent diaconate has reached 
the stage of adolescence in a complimentary 
sense,’’ said Msgr. Fiedler. ‘‘We have 
rushed to adolescence and there is the vigor, 
insight, progress, desire for freedom and 
independence. But deacons also suffer from 
the dependence, insecurity and awkward- 
ness of that age.’’

Wayne-South Bend, said he ‘‘cannot think of 
any group that is more important to the life 
of the church today than the diaconate 
group.’’ He told them not to be discouraged. 
“It will take a long time before we of the 
Church find the role you are going to fulfill.’’ 


STRESSING THE importance of perma- 
nent deacons in the Church today, Msgr. 
John Egan, director of the center for pastoral 
and social concerns at Notre Dame, said ‘‘I 
don’t think there is a movement in the 
Church about which I am more’ proud. 


““Men like yourselves will take on the 
tough ‘gutsy’ apostolates which are reflected 
in the news of each day from every city. 
Maybe the Church is asking too much of you, 
to commit yourselves to a ministry of service 
with your family responsibilities.”’ 

He reminded the delegates that they must 
always be servants, and to maintain a 
“fertile receptiveness’’ to hear the needs of 
the community. ‘‘The function of the deacon 
only exists in relation to the needs of the 
community,’’ he stressed. 


SPEAKING OF the deacon’s need for 
continuing education, Bishop James Hickey 
of Cleveland, former rector of North 
American College Rome, said ‘‘Continuing 
education is an essential obligation of your 
ordination as permanent deacons. But make 
sure it is clearly rooted in the essential 
teachings of the Church. 


“*You are not men to do your own thing or 
preach your own thing. You speak and act in 
the name of the Church. Continuing 
education is not added to the role of deacon. 
It’s part of the role,’’ he added. 


There are now more than 2,000 permanent 
deacons in the United States with 2,700 
candidates in training. Out of approximately 
170 dioceses, 120 have diaconate formation 
programs.

Court bars NLRB from Catholic schools 


CHICAGO (NC)—In the 
most significant decision on 
the issue to date, the U.S. 
Seventh Circuit Court of 
Appeals has ruled that the 
National Labor Relations Act 
does not apply to Catholic 
schools. 


The three-judge federal 
court agreed that by as- 
suming jurisdiction over 
Catholic schools, the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board 


(NLRB), which administers 
the act, violates the consti- 
tutional principle of Church- 
state separation. 

As one judge put it, ‘‘The 
National Labor Relations 
Board, in attempting to steer 
a course between the Scylla 
and Charybdis of the Es- 
tablishment and Free Exer- 
cise clauses (of the First 
Amendment) has collided 
with one and fallen into the 
other.”’

THE RELIGIOUS sym- 
bolism sometimes becomes 
quite transparent, according 
to Father Irvin: 


““As the Jedi Knight (Ben 
Kenobi) calls Luke to follow 
him, he says: ‘Remember 
Luke, the suffering of one 
man is the suffering of all.’ 


“In the end, the old knight 
draws upon The Force in an 
epic duel with Lord Darth 
Varder, the personification of 
Lucifer (the fallen light- 
bearer who hand his sharing 
in The Force over to evil). 


“THE KNIGHT offers 
himself up in sacrifice so that 
the life within him is handed 
over to Luke. 


‘But then an astonishing 
thing happens. The Jedi 
Knight’s spirit rises from the 
dead and lives on in Luke. 
The disciple become an 
apostle. He is a man and no 
longer a boy, having been 
tested by evil and now filled 
with The Force’s power.’’ 


Father Irvin described Star 
Wars as ‘‘an epic morality 
play set in modern day 
science fiction, and filled 
with knights, princesses, 
chivalry and faith in a force 
that is beyond technology.’’
